It is agreed by all military writers 
that Amies, the capital of what 
used. to be the French Province of 
icardy, but is now the Departmen 
of the Somme, is the primary ob- 
jective of the Germans-even as 
Verdun was aforetime—as being a 
strategic centre snd junction-point of 
important roads and railways. All 
travellers to Paris know Amiens as 
the half-way house, so to speak, be- 
tween Calais, Boulogne and Paris, 
where they hav2 often scrambled for 
a hasty Junçh or dinner; while all 
readers must have heard of it as-a 
city famous in many respects. For 
one thing, it was the birthplace o 
Peter the Hermit, the fanatical an 
almost sémi-crazy monk who stumped 
all Europe and set on foot the ¢ru- 
gades, while it is stilt more renowned 
for its cathedral—begun in 1220, a 
little later than that of Salisbury— 
which John Ruskin, in, his, book- 
let, “The Bible of Amiens,” pro- 
nounced to be the “Parthenon of 
Gothic architecture,” its style being 
“Gothic pure, authoritative, and un- 
accusable ”; and this is the beautiful 
edifice against whieh the Huns may 
soon ‘be directing their shells. 


A Farcical ‘‘ Peace.” 
Perhaps the Kaiser would like to 
dictate his terms of peace there, even 
as his Napoleonic prototype—of whom 
he is but the pinchbeck imitator— 
once agreed with us to the famous 
Peace of Amiens, signed in the Hotel 
de Ville there—an edifice second only 
i beauty and interest to the cathe- 
tal. This was in March, 1802, when 
England and revolutionary France, 
after nine years of exhausting war, 
both felt inclined for a rent Ret s 
space and wert back to the ropes 
be spenged down and fanned with 
flapping towels, quite in the manner 
of the prize ring.

Under the alarm caused 
by such words, England suspended 
her evacuation of the possessions she 
had undertaken to surrender, while 
new causes of quarrel were quick to 
arise, and, in particular, “ Boney’ 
took mortal offence at the trucu- 
lent tone of tho English Press. 
At an jnterview with our Am- 
bassador, Lord Whitworth, at 
the Tuileries, when he talked inces- 
santly for two hours, he dwelt on the 
non-evacuation of Málta and the 
wickedness of English journalists. 
“ Every wind,” he said, “that blew 
from England brought nothing to 
him but enmity. If war came he 
would invade England and make an 
end of it.” About the same time it 
was officially announced at Paris that 
the Army of the Republic was to be 
augmented by half a million men.

‘This Way to Ehgland !” 

It affronted “ Boney’s” pride—just 
as it is now in turn galling his modern 
imitator—to think that the Engiish 
should hold all the seas of the world 
in an ownersbip so absolute. He had 
told Lord Waitworth 1 a burst of 
angry candour that he did not see 
how he could strike England, but sud- 
denly ho found an opportunity of 
striking again3t many Britons. When 
war was resumed there were in 
France some 10,000 English visitors 
of both sexe, tempted thither by the 
delusiva peace, mostly leasure- 
seekers; and by a stroke of his pen 
Bonaparte ordered their arrest and 
imprisonment. For 12 years this 
great army of civilians languished 
in French fertresses, including Ver- 
dun. Napoleon said then, what he 
was afterwards to repeat at St. 
Helena: “If you ean detain my tra- 
vellers at sea. where you can do what 
you like, I will detain yours on land 
where I am equally powerful.” But 
the high-haded deed hardened the 
stubborn determination of the 
British to fight to their last coin 
and their last cartridge with the Power 
capable of such a wanton, despotic 
act. Bonaparte now undertook a pro- 
| gress through the maritime provinces 
of France to kindle their zeal against 
| their great maritime foe, and at 
; Amiens he entered the town under 
an arch inscribed “Chemin de 
PAngleterre,” i.e., “ This way to Eng- 
land !”—though, by the whirligig of 
time, it is now England who is Ther 
ring the way of the modern Napoleon 
to the capital of Picardy. 


Britain’s Glory Ground.

And 
now what is it in the present war? 
In a_telegram to his Austrian ally, 
the Kaiser refers to the enemy as 
being numerically ‘far superior to! 
us’’—on the Western front. What the 
figure for “us” is can only be matter 
of conjectural calculation; but sup- 
posing him to have 200 divisions—and 
I have seen the figure put higher— 
and that a unit of this kind might 
average 15,000 men, this would give a 
total of 3,000,000 as the Kaiser’s “us”;

The New Man-Power Bill. 

: It used to be said that 
in the Army you are not 
ellowed to think— but 
nowadays you have to 
meke up for it with a 
vengeance when  dis- 
charged. The dis- 
chargedgman who a 
to know his exact posi- 
tion under the various 
Military. Service Acts 
and Ministry of National 
Service concessions has 
to do more thinking to- 
day than would have 
been required of him in 
21 years of peace-time 
soldiering. And now, 
right on top of a recent 
attempt to straighten 
out the whole tangle, 
comes the new Man- 
Power Bill.- Once again 
the Comrades of the 
Great War have been to 
the fore in fighting out 
this matter with the National Service 
Ministry, and once again they _ have 
scored all along the line. The reports 
in the Press of their latest deputation 
to the Ministry make it clear that all 
the old concessions will continue in 
feree and will also apply to all men 
aged 41 and upwards who may be dis- 
charged after thé passage of the Bill. 
In a nutshell, the man discherged with 
wounds or in consequence of ill-health 
after servicé overseas is still quite 
exempt. The man discharged after home 
service only in consequence of medical 
unfitness is entitled to a clear year's 
grace from.date of discharge if he 
served at least 1 month, and 6 months’ 
grace if he served less than 1 month. 
And both the latter and the time- 
expired man who has been wounded wil 
be taken for the Army if they secure 
work of national importance within 1 
month after the date on which they are 
liable for re-examination.

Commutation of Pensions, 

Whether the fact that commutation is 
suspended so far as temporary pensions 
are coneerned applies also to old ser- 
vice pensions is not by any means clear, 
bat in practice there seems small doubt 
that commutation is not enéouraged at 
all. Why? Sinc3 a man may under some 
circumstances accept a gratuity for dis- 
ablement in preference to a small dis- 
ability pension, why should he not, 
aftcr trial of either the latter or a ser- 
vice pension, be allowed to commute the 
same for a lump sum? Must he aiways 
be dependent. on private philanthropy, 
or on the caprice of the Pensions Minis- 
try, for the fuads wherewith to emigrate 
or establish business or home? Surely 
it is not the intention of the Government 
to indulge in an unworthy gamble on a 
If allowed to commute his 


over (though it is always assessed at a 
lower figure than an insurance company 
would grant), and he gets the benefit of 
the principal and interest, and, inci- 
dentally, has a chance to strike out and 
make an independent living for himself. 
If the money is retained by the Govern- 
ment (and the same applies to the dolin 
ont of the disability gratuities) and paic 
out weekly or monthly, the Government 
has the benefit of the interest for its 
rin- 
cipal also becomes Governmént property 
instead of going to the man’s depend- 
ents. A service pension is really only 
deferred pay, or rather the interest al- 
lowed on th capital sum made up of 
deferred pay, and the man’s right to 
have some say in the disposal of that 
sum would take a lot of explaining away.
